Defense Fund Hike 
Hits Economy Block 


WASHINGTON, 
March 31 — 
(AP)—A move to hike next 
year’s national defense spending 
ran headlong into a House econ­ 
omy drive today. 
Rep. Taber of New York, top 
Republican on the House appro­ 
priations committee, said he will 
resist the plans of armed services 
committee members to try to add 
around $600,000,000 to the de­ 
fense appropriation for the 1951 
fiscal year, which starts July 1. 
And Rep. Dwight L. Rogers 
(D-Fla) told newsmen he will 
insist that House members “stand 
up and be counted” on any moves 
to increase appropriations car­ 
ried in a $29,000,000,000 omni­ 
bus money measure slated for 
House debate next week. 
The defense department has 
$13,911,127,000 in cash and con­ 
tract authority in the omnibus 
biU. 
That isn’t enough, in the opin­ 
ion of Chairman Vinson (D-Ga) 
of the armed services committee. 
Vinson is heading a drive to in­ 
crease 
funds 
allotted by 
the 
appropriations committee to the 
Army, the Navy and the Air 
Force. He disclosed his plans after 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower had 
expressed concern over whether 
some defense items were getting 
enough money.. 
But Taber told newsmen he has 
studied the omnibus bill and be­ 
lieves most of the allotments in 
it, including those for national 
defense, can be reduced. 
He 
wouldn’t say how much.

WASHINGTON, March 31—(A 
P) — Senator McCarthy’s fresh 
barrage of “Soviet agent” charges 
against Owen Lattimore—accusa 
tions which Lattimore promptly 
termed lies—generated a new 
headache today for Senate inves­ 
tigators. 
McCarthy, Wisconsin Republi­ 
can, told the Senate in a 4 
¥ t~ 
hour speech yesterday that 
he 
can produce a mystery witness 
who will swear that Lattimore, 
an American expert of Far East­ 
ern affairs, was a member of the 
Communist party. 
McCarthy also waved docu­ 
ments which he said prove that 
Lattimore is a Soviet agent who 
received instructions in Moscow 
as far back as 1936. 
He prev­ 
iously had called Lattimore Rus 
sia’s top spy in the State Depart­ 
ment and the United States. 
In the Senate yesterday, Mc­ 
Carthy coupled his attack on Lat­ 
timore with a new assault a 
gainst U.S. Ambassador-at-Large 
Philip Jessup. He described Jes 
sup as “a very willing stooge” 
for Lattimore. 
Jessup already has denied Mc­ 
Carthy’s charge that he has an 
“unusual affinity for Communist 
causes.” In doing so the ambas 
sador called McCarthy irrespon 
sible and said his accusations 
showed a shocking disregard for 
the interests of the country. 
After his speech, made as spec­ 
tators crowded the galleries, Mc­ 
Carthy did not turn his Latti­ 
more case documents over to the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee which is investigating his 
contentions 
that 
Communists 
and their friends have infiltrated 
the State Department. 
Moreover, 
he 
indicated 
to 
newsmen that the 
committee 
might not even get a look at his 
material. 
* 
McCarthy had asked FBI Chief 
J. Edgar Hoover to have an agent 
on hand so he could turn over 
the material to the FBI for study. 
Hoover promised to do so, but no 
agent was around when McCar­ 
thy left the chamber last night. 
McCarthy said that neverthe­ 
less the FBI “is going to get ev­ 
ery scrap of evidence I have.” 
He left members of the com­ 
mittee wondering what to 
do 
next about the Lattomire mater­ 
ial. They said they are willing 
to examine the McCarthy docu­ 
ments carefully—and hear his 
mystery witness if the evidence 
warrants it. But they said their 
hands are tied unless McCarthy 
comes across. 
Lattimore 
is 
returning 
t o 
Washington from a United Na­ 
tions mission in Afghanistan. He 
is director of the Walter * Hines 
Page School of International Re­ 
lations at Johns Hopkins Univer­ 
sity. 
Last week McCarthy went in­ 
to a secret meeting of the com­ 
mittee and named Lattimore as 
the man he had privately accused 
c* being the Soviet Union’s top 
spy in this country. 
Lattimore 
retorted, “Pure moonshine.” 
On his arrival in London last 
night from Afghanistan, Latti­ 
more called McCarthy’s charges 
“an unmitigated lie.”

he has proof, Lattimore said his 
“lie” remark still applied.

Sale Boost May 
Answer RFC Problem 


WASHINGTON, 
March 31 — 
(AP)—A plan to boost sales of 
Lustron homes 
to 
the 
point 
where the Columbus, O., firm 
could start repay ing the Recon­ 
struction Finance Corp. millions 
it borrowed was reported here 
y esterday .. 
John I. Robertson, president of 
the National Association of Hous­ 
ing officials, told the plan on the 
eve of a conference here that 
may decide the fate of the pre­ 
fab housing firm. 
Lustron is nearing the end of 
a 30-day trial operating receiver­ 
ship ordered by federal • district 
court after the RFC foreclosed 
on its loans amounting to $37,- 
500,000. 
RFC officials will meet to dis­ 
cuss the status of the receiver­ 
ship trial, which ends nex t Wed­ 
nesday . Robertson was expected 
in Washington today to discuss 


Lustron and other matters with 
housing officials. 
He said in a prepared state­ 
ment: 
“If one out of every 16 public 
housing units used the enameled 
steel (Lustron) house, it would 
assure RFC loans. Any additional 
sales to private owners would 
permit the corporation to make 
repay ments to RFC/’ 
Federal housing officials, he 
added, can “count on” the asso­ 
ciation’s support to make the pro­ 
posal work. The association is 
composed largely of state and lo­ 
cal housing officials. 
James Dougherty , RFC 
gen­ 
eral counsel, called the Washing­ 
ton RFC meeting on Lustron. 
RFC men from Cleveland will 
attend. 
Cly de Foraker, court-appoint­ 
ed receiver for Lustron, said ac­ 
tual operating losses during the 
30-day receivership period may 
turn out to be lower than the 
$150,000 estimated a month ago. 
Not long before the receiver­ 
ship Lustron was losing $500,- 
000 a month, it was brought out 
in court.

II/ITH chicken high on the new 
plentiful'list, let’s dig up a 
few different recipes. 
Years ago, Solori’s restaurant 
in San Francisco grew famous for 
its chicken 
country -sty le. 
Ah, 
succulent memory ! Cut a y oung 
broiler-fry er (3 to 3% lbs.) into 
eight pieces and marinate in cold 
milk with a clove of garlic for 
about half an hour. Drain, dry 
well and season. 
Melt butter in a skillet and deli­ 
cately —oh, so delicately —brown 
the pieces and then transfer to a 
moderate oven and finish cook­ 
ing. Remove those golden nuggets 
to a large hot platter. In the pan, 
y ou’ll have a combination of but­ 
ter and flecks of chicken skin. 
Cherish it — it will enrich y our 
life. 
Pour in a pint of heavy cream. 
Place pan over direct heat and 
bring the cream and butter and 
little flecks to a boil and let sim­ 
mer until the gravy begins to 
thicken without aid of flour. 
Season with a little cay enne 
and serve over those palpitating 
pieces of country -fried chicken. 
With it—well, try a sweet potato 
and almond pudding and a green 
vegetable and a California salad- 
The United States Department 
of Agriculture is urging every one 
to eat all-purpose chickens (y ou 
can fry , broil or roast tl^em) be­ 
cause production is heavy . Prices 
are not so low as in early Jan­ 
uary when farmers were not get­ 
ting enough to pay production 
costs. But Agriculture insists to­ 
day ’s .prices are still a wonderful 
protein value 
especially 
with 
meat prices rising. 
A few weeks ago we dined at 
the East India Restaurant at 52 
East 55th st., New York City . 
I’ve eaten curry in Bombay and 
Calcutta, in Singapore and Ba­ 
tavia. But I liked the curry at the 
East India restaurant as well— 
may be a little better. 
We brought home a few jars of 
their curry sauce, pineapple and 


ginger chutney and mogul chut­ 
ney . And was there a hot time 
in the old town that night. 
Cut 
a 3-pound 
all-purpose 
chicken into eight pieces. Brown 
lightly in oil. Stir in half a jar 
of good curry sauce and a little 
hot water. (Increase or decrease 
amount of curry sauce according 
to taste.) 
Simmer until chicken 
is tender and then add half-pint 
sour cream. 
Stir well, bring just to boil and 
serve with flaky rice—and lots of 
it—and a flotilla of small dishes 
for the condiments: 
Pineapple 
and ginger chutney , mogul chut­ 
ney , chopped peanuts, sesame 
seeds that have been heated in 
a greaseless pan until they pop, 
and a salad of sliced onions, 
green peppers, cucumbers and to­ 
matoes, with a highly -seasoned 
oil and vinegar dressing.

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First Purpose of The Census 
fTYPICAL of man y misun d erstan d in gs about the 
origin al structure of the Un ited States gov ­ 
ern men t is con fusion about the purpose of the 
cen sus. 
Such in cid en tals as in formation about in come, 
crops an d own ership of certain accessories hav e 
obscured the fact that represen tativ e d emocracy 
d epen d s on the cen sus for its foun d ation . 
Represen tation in the lower house of Con gress 
is d etermin ed by population . The proced ure for 
electin g the Presid en t of the Un ited States is 
based on cen sus in formation too. 
When the Un ited States was foun d ed , n o other 
gov ern men t had d ared to experimen t with pop­ 
ular sov ereign ty . The con stitution al con v en tion 
remain ed in a d ead lock for weeks ov er the ques­ 
tion of represen tation in law-makin g. The d ead ­ 
lock was broken by a compromise which created 
a Sen ate with equal represen tation of states an d 
a House of Represen tativ es based main ly on popu­ 
lation , with a min imum represen tation of on e 
member for each state. 
That d esign has worked well in practice, ex­ 
cept when in terfered with by un scrupulous poli­ 
tics. It is still d epen d able. After this y ear’s cen ­ 
sus, accord in g to parliamen tary surv ey s, at least 
14 seats in the House of Represen tativ es will be 
shifted . Californ ia stan d s to gain eight seats, for 
a total of 31 places in the lower house. New York, 
Pen n sy lv an ia, North Carolin a, Georgia, Mississip­ 
pi, Ken tucky , Ten n essee, Arkan sas, Oklahoma, 
Dlin ois an d North Dakota all are expected to lose 
represen tation . 
This is the real purpose of the cen sus—to main ­ 
tain a foun d ation un d er self-gov ern men t. Ev ery ­ 
thin g else is in cid en tal—in formation obtain ed for 
v arious uses, chiefly for the guid an ce of busin ess 
statistician s. The thin g to remember about the 
cen sus is its in d ispen sable past in the preserv a­ 
tion of represen tativ e d emocracy . 


Leon Blum 


fpHE d eath of Fran ce’s Leon Blum, followin g so 
closely the d eath of Britain ’s Harold Laski, 
d eepen s an impression about Socialism’s grav est 
problems. 
The first gen eration of Socialist ad min istrators 
is passin g rapid ly . 
Its members in herited the 
theories of a gen eration alread y gon e, except for 
a few late-stay ers like George Bern ard Shaw. 
Blum himself liv ed in both gen eration s. 
The origin al theorists had easy goin g. 
But 
the theorist - ad min istrators hav e been hav in g 
a rough time. 
Blum, as a Socialist premier of 
Fran ce, had the d istin ction of presid in g ov er his 
coun try ’s collapse an d subsequen t occupation by 
German y . 
Laski an d his associates in Britain 
quickly learn ed that there was n o margin in 
Socialist theories for British problems either. On e 
of the od d ities of both British an d Ften ch politics 
is the acute shortage of successors to the old So­ 
cialists. Ev en in the Un ited States, where Social­ 
ism is still hid d en behin d the facad es of the New 
Deal coalition , there is n o apparen t successor to 
the id ealogical thron e occupied solely by Norman 
Thomas. 
No on e wan ts it. Socialism un d er its 
right n ame could n ’t poll half a million v otes in 
the Un ited States. 
Socialism’s problem is to fin d en ough zeal in 
a n ew gen eration to keep it aliv e. That used to 
be simple. An y on e can be a theorist. But Social­ 
ism in practice is somethin g else; it make n o con ­ 
v erts, bein g essen tially n othin g but a scheme to 
en force prov erty . Commun ists seem to be able 
to d o that much better, bein g realistic en ough to 
back up their ed icts with gun s an d terror. 


Atomic Secrets 
A NEW WRINKLE has appeared in the Atomic 
** En ergy Commission ’s curtain of secrecy . The 
wrin kle suggests that official thin kin g about the 


puzzle of security in the field of n uclear fission is 
gettin g out of the pan ic stage. 
The wrin kle is the id ea that ed ucation al in sti­ 
tution s should n ’t be asked to carry on secret 
atomic work, because secrecy d efeats the in crease 
of kn owled ge which is the purpose of ed ucation 
The puzzle of security is, of course, the fact that 
absolute secrecy about n uclear fission ’s d ev elop­ 
men t for military purposes is impossible to main ­ 
tain y et must be attempted because of un certain ty 
about how much is kn own elsewhere. 
All the efforts of the Un ited States to main ­ 
tain secrecy were wiped out by the efforts of on e 
British scien tist. The n et effect of the efforts was 
to con ceal in formation on ly from the American 
people. In the mean time, Russia had obtain ed all 
the in formation it n eed ed to man ufacture an 
atomic bomb. It’s assumed that Russia also kn ows 
ev ery thin g it n eed s to kn ow about n ewer H- 
bombs. 
Secrecy has a way of turn in g in to 
a fetish 
which accomplishes n othin g but con fusion an d 
misun d erstan d in g. 
Those who hav e 
a right to 
kn ow fin d themselv es frustrated by barriers 
which were supposed to block out the people who 
kn ow how to by pass them. The Atomic En ergy 
Commission will floun d er in this d ilemma un til it 
fin ally becomes obv ious to ev ery bod y that there 
are n o more secrets about n uclear fission worth 
keepin g.

Win ston Churchill might put it this way : 
Nev er will so man y people pay so much atten tion 
to the sn iffles of so few.

would be foolish to start an other 
foreign job.

of these others. Request for the

There persists, too,amon g man y 
stud en ts of population , a belief 
that try in g to raise the stan d ard s 
of backward people too fast on ly 
causes their birth rate to rise 
faster than the lan d can support 
them.

Rules Committee Puts Axe 
To Two-Minute Cage Ruling 


NEW YORK, March 31—(AP) 
—Basketball’s controversial two- 
rqinute .rule, cause of much fuss 
throughout the past season, won’t 
come around for an encore next 
season. 
The national basketball com­ 
mittee, the amateur sports rul­ 
ing body, yesterday threw out 
the two-minute experiment after 
a tryout of one year.

THE RULES committee re-em­ 
phasized the present 
regulation 
on intentional fouls, recommend­ 
ing that referees enforce it by 
giving an additional free throw. 
Because of the laxity 
in 
en­ 
forcing the intentional foul rule, 
the two-minute experiment was 
voted last year. Under it, a team 
fouled in the last two minutes 
got its free throw and possession 
of the ball. 
Now a fouled team either can 
take the shot or waive it to keep 
possession. 
The committee also passed the 
following rules: 
1. Clock to be stopped on all 
jump balls.. 
2. Substitutions to be made 
only when the clock is stopped 
for a foul, a jump ball, a time out 
or for an unusual delay. If subs 
are sent in at any other time a 
time out is charged.
